000 in the Last Two Years 


Frank Morrison, secretary-treas- 
urer of the American Federation of 
Labor, in an interview published in 
the Evening Public Ledger, Phila- 
delphia, Pa., strongly criticized the 
program of the committee for in- 
dustrial organization and predicted 
the dream of John L. Lewis “will 
be but a memory in a very few 
years.” 

Mr. Morrison was optimistic re- 
garding the outlook for labor in 
America and said the organization 
possibilities were ‘exceptionally 
fine.” \ 

“The spirit of organization 
abroad,” he declared, “and the only 
difficulty ts the millions of unem- 
ployed. The only way to solve this 
problem is a shorter work day and 
shorter work week.” 

The slogan of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, he told the Eve- 
ning Ledger, is, “Reducing Hours 
and Increasing Pay.” He predicted 
the enactment of legislation “very 
beneficial” to the workers.

With regard to the membership ! 


of the A. F. of L. Mr. Morrison said 
that in the last two years it had 
increased by 1,150,000, bringing the 
total membership up to 3,570,000, 
with 101 affiliated national and in- 
ternational unions, 800 central 
bodies in cities and towns, and 
state federations of labor in 48 
states. 

In confirming his opinion that 
the committee for industrial organ- 
ization is doomed to an early ob- 
livion Mr. Morrison drew on his 
store of labor history gathered over 
a long period of time. 

‘In their (the ©; I.-0.:) 
tion for industrial organization, 
they are simply repeating what 
happened in the past,” he asserted.

The United States supreme court in the recent case of Mackay 
———_..... 


Radio & Telegraph company vs.* 
national labor relations board, de- 
cided Monday, May 16th, has af- 
firmed a principle of vital import- 
ance to the employe. 

The principle long contended for | 
by labor is that the employe by go- 
ing out on strike against his em- 
ployer does not lose his status as 
such employe, but on the contrary, | 
retains all his rights and is entitled 
to all of the benefits of such status. 
The principle has been set forth in 
the Wagner act, and the decision 
of the supreme court represents an 
important affirmation of labor's 
right in this respect. 

In a unanimous opinion the court 
upheld an order of the national la- | 
bor relations board requiring rein- 
statement of five strikers whom 
the company had refused to take 
back after the strike because of 
their union affiliation and activity. |

Another principle of interest to 
labor established in the decision is 
that no technical objections to the 
procedure of the labor board in 
connection with complaints against 
the employer will be permitted. 
After the decision in the Kansas 
City stock yards case (Morgan vs. 
Wallace, decided May 9th, 1938) it 
was feared that the efforts of the 
board to protect the rights of the 
worker would be seriously ham- 
pered because of procedural re- 
quirements. In the McKay case it 
was made clear that the decision in 
the stock yards case will not be 
construed a technical limitation 
to any particular form of proced- 
ure, All that is necessary is that the 
parties be fully informed of the 
charges against them and givenan 
opportunity to be heard concerning

Under the Wagner act congress 
‘had prescribed no particular de- 
tailed mode of procedure. In this

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The Unemployment T Tragedy Must End 


The statistical picture of unemployment painted by Director 
John D. Biggers of the national unemployment census taken last 
November reveals in tragic outlines the never-ending misery of 
the unemployed army who are deprived through no fault of their 
own of the fundamental right to earn a decent living for them- 
selves and their families through employment in the production 
of goods and the rendering of services necessary for the func- 
tioning of our economic system. 

Pointing out that a total of 7,845,016 were registered in the 
census, Mr. Biggers said that 5,833,401 of this number declared 
they were totally jobless and that 2,011,615 declared they had 
emergency jobs provided by such groups as the works progress 
administration, the national youth administration, the civilian 
conservation corps, and others. 

Unemployment according to the census is greater among 
workers under 25 and those over 45 years of age, 61.3 per cent 
of all the registered unemployed coming from these two groups. 

In an endeavor to picture the large extent of this jobless army 
Mr. Biggers said that the total number of jobless registered by 
the November census is equal to the combined populations of 
Nevada, Wyoming, Deleware, Vermont, New Mexico, Arizona, 
Idaho, New Hampshire, Utah, Montana, North Dakota, Rhode 
Island, South Dakota, Maine and Oregon. 

“Visualized in this way,”’ Mr. Biggers declared, “the magni- 
tude of the unemployment problem is self-evident and the im- 
perative need of corrective action must be apparent to every- 
one.” 

Reliable figures since the November unemployment census 
reveal that the jobless now number in the neighborhood of 
12,000,000. 


The continuance of this unemployed army is a standing 
disgrace to our American industrial system. It should be ended 
promptly. Asa step toward this achievement the American 
Federation of Labor urges the application of the thirty-hour 
week as a fundamental element in our system of production and 
distribution. 

After more than eight years’ experience with other remedies, 
practically all of which have proven futile, the thirty-hour week 
appears to be the only solution of the unemployment problem. 


Wage-Hour Bill Will Aid Millions 


Instructive figures have been made public by the U. S. 
bureau of labor statistics regarding the number of working men 
and women who will be benefitted by the provisions of the 
pending wages and hours bill which establishes a minimum wage 
of 25 cents an hour, increasing to 40 cents in three years, and 
a work week of 44 hours, decreasing to 40 hours in two years, 
for all interstate commerce industries with no geographical or 
occupational differentials. 


The bureau estimates that when the three annual steps in 
wage increases and the two annual steps in hours reduction are 
in full effect, employers guilty of forcing on their employes the 
substandard labor conditions outlawed by the bill will have been 
required to increase the pay of approximately 850,000 workers 
in the manufacturing industries and to shorten the hours of 
about 2,500,000 salaried and wage earning workers. 


With regard to hours it is understood the bureau’s estimate 
is based on the work week standards prevailing before the 
present business recession and not on the shorter hours enforced 
by employers during the last few months in applying the policy 
of spreading work to reduce unemployment. 


From these reliable bureau of labor statistics figures it is 
evident that the enactment of the wages and hours bill will have 
not only a prompt but an increasingly large effect in raising the 
purchasing power of underpaid workers and in shortening the 
inordinately long work week normally prevailing in certain in- 
dustries, both of which will be of incalcuable value in ending the 
business recession and restoring prosperity. 


Taxes and the Supreme Court 


How many people know that Justice Black is the only mem- 
ber of the supreme court who has paid or is paying income 
taxes this year on his salary of last year? 


Such is the case. The income tax amendment gave congress 
power to tax incomes “from whatever source derived’; and 
naturally most folks supposed that this included judicial salaries. 
But in the case of Evans vs. Gore, the supreme court decided 
that no federal judge who was on the bench when the first 
income tax law was passed need pay any tax on his salary. 
Justice Holmes and Brandeis dissented. 

Senator La Follette is planning to amend the taxing bill 
when it comes before the senate so as to bring this matter before 
the supreme court again. He wants, also to collect taxes on the 
salaries of state, county and city officials, just as if those salaries 
were paid by a corporation. 

As a matter of fact, the supreme court has already reversed 
itself on one of the most important of taxing matters. In two 
cases, the supreme court held that the federal government could 
not tax incomes derived from oil lands held on a lease from a 
state. The liberals on the court dissented both times; Mr. Justice 
Brandeis wrote a scorching dissent in Burnet vs. Coronado. 
Congressman Lewis of Maryland, one of the closest students of 
taxation on the hill, estimates that these decisions cost the gov- 
ernment $3,000,000,000 of revenue. 

But a few weeks ago, Chief Justice Hughes wrote the opinion 
of the court deliberately mentioning and reversing Burnet vs. 
Coronado, Senator La Follette may give the court the chance 
to do the same again.

PLASTERERS HIT 
FEDERAL SCALES 


OTHER NEWS NOTES 


Jack H. Smith, business repre- 
sentative of international plaster- 
ers’, No. 66, stated that a recent an- 
nouncement of the department of 
labor had officially set wage scales 
for plasterers and cement finishers 
on all California federal projects 
has caused some confusion in the 
plastering industry, 


The mention of an hourly wage 
seale of $1.25, Smith explained, re- 
ferred only to cement finishers. 
The prevailing pay for plasterers 
is $1.66 2-3 per hour as covered in 
agreements recently completed with 
all contractors’ associations. 


Louis Mascolo, secretary of the 
seine and line fishermen’s union at 
San Pedro, said recently that own- 
ers of purse seine fishing boats and 
the American Federation of Labor 
have reached a tentative agreement 
in their differences, 

He said that boat owners would 
undoubtedly negotiate now with 
canners. The union recently bolted 
from the C. I. O. united fishermen’s 
union, demanding agreements from 
canners, 


In a statement issued by Joseph 
Ozanic, president of the American 
Federation of Labor international 
union of progressive mine workers, 
said: “The A. F. of L. plans to in- 
vade the mine workers’ field and 
the drive will be based on methods 


used by John L. Lewis in controll- | 


ing the mine workers’ union of 
America.” 

Ozanic said that his organization 
has summarized four principals. 
These are: 

1—Make it impossible for the 
president, executive board or any 
group within the international to 
get control of officers in any dis- 
trict, through device, initiated by 
Lewis, of revoking charters “for 
any reason best ‘known to him- 
self.” 

2—Abolish check-off, whereby 
dues and assessments are sent by 
mine operators direct to interna- 
tional officers, to be used as they 
see fit. All dues to be collected by 
locals, to be disbursed by them in 
compliance with the constitution. 

3—Make it impossible for the ex- 
ecutive board or executive officers 
to make loans to outside organiza- 
tions without referendum vote of 
the membership. 

4—Strikes or other interruptions 
of employment only to be called 
with the consent of membership. 


Final Test for TVA 


Next fall the supreme court will 
pass final judgment on the consti- 
tutionality of the Tennessee Valley 
authority, it was announced this 
week, Eighteen utility companies 
have combined to destroy Norris’ 
famous “yardstick.”

It still 
carries the imputation cast on it 
by the free and hearty accusations 
from all other sides and it did not 
deliver. Nothing is more terrible 
than to use the means and have the 
end fail to justify them. 


Still, the saddest figure in this 
rout is that of the Napoleon of the 
CIO. Pennsylvania tempted Lewis 
as Russia did Bonaparte. There 
was no bigger prize he could reach 
for. It was already full of his men, 
or he thought so. It seems that 
they fired Moscow over his head. 
As far as can be made out from the 
returns, the miners failed him la- 
mentably. Too many of them 
turned Cossack, His ally, the 
Grand Duke Guffey, turned out no 
more effective than most grand 
dukes. His right hand marshal, 
Thomas Kennedy, fumbled his 
baton. His supply train, the WPA, 
dumped the ammunition in the 
wrong spots. And the despised AFL 
burst out of the steppes every- 
where to cut off his grenadiers and 
hi-jack his cannon. 

Where, as Napoleon, Lewis rides 
in dejection from Moscow, can he 
find another field of equal promise 
for a bid for power. It does not ap- 
pear. What he could not do in 
Pennsylvania he certainly has less 
chance to do anywhere else. He 
does not look so frightful now to 
the politicians. His legend has 
burst. It was to such a disaster at 
Moscow that Napoleon looked back 
from Waterloo.—S. F. Chronicle.

LABOR WINS FIGHT 


FOR SAFEGUARDS IN 
WARSHIP BUILDING 


Provisions of Walsh - Healey 
Act Written Into Adminis- 
tration’s Expansion Program 


House and senate conferees this 
week reached an agreement on the 
administration’s $1,156,000,000 na- 
val expansion bill. 

Among senate amendments ac- 
cepted by the house was one of 
vital importance to organized labor. 
It stipulates that all “construction, 
alteration, furnishing and equip- 
ping” of vessels authorized by the 
act shall be performed under the 
provisions of the Walsh-Healey act, 
calling for the 40-hour week and 
the payment of “prevailing wages.” 
In the shipbuilding industry that 
means union wage scales. 

The amendment was offered in 
the senate naval affairs committee 
by Senator David I. Walsh, and 
adopted without opposition. In the 
senate it was approved by unani- 
mous consent. 

Outstanding Victory 

Labor spokesmen consider this 
one of the most significant vic- , 
tories won at this session of con-|» 
gress. The amendment was strong-|> 
ly advocated by President William 
Green of the American Federation 
of Labor, President A. O. Wharton 
of the machinists, and by all the 
unions of the A. F. of L. metal 
trades’ department. 

When the Walsh-Healey act was 
passed, in 1935, its supporters were 
confident that its provisions ap- 
plied to shipbuilding as well as to 
other industries with which Uncle 
Sam does business, It was organ- 
ized labor’s understanding that the 
act would cover every concern bid- 
ding for government business.

WAGE SCALES SET 
ON CALIF. JOBS 


LABOR NEWS ITEMS 


Walter H. Redmond, vice presi- 
dent of the cement finishers’ in- 
ternational, announced recently, 
that the department of labor has 
officially set wage scales for all 
California contracts, 

With one  exception—a smail 
project in Imperial Valley—work- 
ers will receive the prevailing scale 
of $1.25 per hour for an eight-hour 
day. 

Redmond’s information disclosed 
that the government plans to erect 
radio stations at Fort Jones, Mount 
Shasta, Redding and Red Bluff in 
addition to a number of stations in 
the south. 

An active organization drive to 
strengthen cement finishers’ locals 
is the main object of Redmond’s 
visit to this section, under orders 
from Michael J. Colleran, interna- 
tional president. 


At Detroit recently, two railroad 
executives, guest speakers at the 
Diamond Jubilee banquet of the 
brotherhood of locomotive engi- 
neers, expressed gratitude for their 
road’s relationship with the organ- 
ization, 

“The brotherhood,” said W. M. 
Jeffers, president of the Union Pa- 
cific, “has most certainly cut a 
pattern for all labor organizations. 
Your respect for contracts and 
your discipline of membership are 
what we need in this country now 
more than anything else.” 

“My company,” said H. J. Hum- 
phrey, vice president and general 
manager of the Canadian Pacific 
railway, “has never had occasion to 
regret the contract we have had 
with your organization.” 


San Pedro reports that a new 
AFL fishermen’s union known as 
the Seine and Line Fishermen’s 
Union, effected temporary organi- 
zation recently and was presented 
a charter under the international 
seamen’s union by S. A. Silver, 
general organizer of the AFL. 


F. W. Monrean, secretary of the 
Seattle building trades council re- 
ports that the membership of 23 
unions affiliated with the council 
recently prepared to vote on 
whether the present six-hour day, 
30-hour week should be retained or 
8-hour day, 40-hour week, substi- 
tuted, 

The balloting is expected to re- 
quire three weeks. Monrean said 
that contractors demand the re- 
turn of the 40-hour week. The ref- 
erendum was decided upon after 
projects had been shut down as a 
result of the controversy. 


The Candy and Confectionery 
Union, Local 24, of San Francisco, 
asked Governor Merriam and Tim- 
othy Reardon, of the department 
of industrial relations, to remove 


Charles Dreyfus from his position, 


as attorney in the labor commis- 
sion because, they charged, he is 
devoting a considerable portion of 
his time to private business. 

Reports from Sacramento say 
that the American Federation of 
Labor will furnish the labor for the 
$800,000 debris dam on the north 
fork of the American River near 
Auburn, 

Adolph Teichert, Jr., of A. Teich- 
ert & Son, Inc., which submitted 
low bid for the construction, made 
the announcement following a con- 
ference with a delegation of Au- 
burn workmen. He said Auburn 
residents would be hired whenever 
possible and that they would be 
given 10 days to join the A. F, of L. 
union. 

A new local of the retail clerks’ 
international protective associa- 
tion, A. F. of L, affiliate, was or- 
ganized at San Jose recently. Re- 
tail clerks in the department, shoe, 
furniture and hardware stores are 
eligible to membership. Fred F. 
Evens presided. 


Bargaining Polls Won by 
A. F. of L. Unions

of L. representation by the na- 
tion’s workers, when given oppor- 
tunity to make a free choice, is be- 
ing emphasized by constant vic- 
tories of A. F. of L. unions in local 
employe elections conducted under 
auspices of the national labor re- 
lations board.

Included in Agreement Finalized 
By A. F. of L. at Galveston 


A closed shop contract, believed 
to be the first in the shrimp indus- 
try in this country, was signed at 
Galveston on May 3, Harry W. Acre- 
man, executive secretary of the 
Texas State Federation of Labof 
announced.
